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which the opening is sized to fit a feed tube spike to move the plunger into the open 
position in combination with the other claimed limitations were not found or taught by 
the prior art. 

With respect to claim 9: 

The limitation found in claim 9 of a bottle cap assembly including a port opening 
through the housing into the bore and an air supply passage extending between the 
cover surface and the outer surface of the housing and passing though the bore in 
combination with the other claimed limitations were not found or taught by the prior art. 

With respect to claims 40: 

The limitation found in claim 40 of a bottle cap assembly including an air flow 
passage extending between an inside opening on cover surface; a bore in the cap body 
and opening at a port on the cover surface and wherein the liquid flow passage is in the 
bore in combination with the other claimed limitations were not found or taught by the 
prior art.
